Epidemic Influenza 


Instructions Regarding Care 
of Sick Persons 


, Since thousands of people are nursing influenza patients 
in the province, the following instructions will be of value: 


1—FRESH AIR is the most essential requisite to the 
comfort and well-being of patients, no matter 
how ill. 


&.-REST in bed for three days after fever has gone 
is urged to prevent complications. 


38—PNEUMONIA CASES should not be kept in the 
same room with uncomplicated influenza cases. 


4—NOURISHING FOOD at regular intervals. 
6—Plenty of WATER or lemonade. 


6—GENERAL UNWORRIED SERVICE: Avoid 
chattering, or questioning; anticipate 
wants of sickest patients, convalescents usually 
ask for what they want; keep the patients in iso- 
lated room, in separate beds: keep patient in bed 
all the time (this means patient must not get up 
to go to the bathroom) ; two or three pillows ar- 
step fashion, the lowest well under the 
shoulders, will make breathing easier; keep the 
arms and shoulders well covered; ventilate the 
room freely; at the outset, headache and back- 
ache are frequent; cold cloths (mojst, but not 
dripping) to the head, changed frequently, give 
some relief; avoid anything that might cause 
the slightest chill. 


CARE OF MOUTH—A mouth wash every few hours and 
cold cream to the lips help to keep the mouth in a normal 


condition. 


If patient is extremely weak, swab the teeth carefully with 
moistened cotton applications three times daily. 


COUGH—Patient should keep mouth covered when cough- 
ing. Paper napkins or three thicknesses of toilet. paper, used 
only once, are safer and better than rags or handkerchiefs. 
Keep a small paper bag pinned to bedside, within easy reach 
of patient’s hand, to receive the used napkins. Change bag 
at least twice daily, or whenever it becomes half full, 

The invisible spray from the mouth and nese during 
eoughing and sneezing is as dangerous as visible expectoration. 
Convalescent patients can be masked; weak patients are an- 
noyed by them. 

FOOD—For ihe unhappy, feverish patients. liquid dict, 
hot or cold, as preferred—milk, lemonade, weak tea and coffee, 
broths. For the convalescent and patients not feverish, soft 
diet—gruels, cooked cereals, milk toast, jellies, soft boiled 
eggs, etc. f 

Food may be kept warm in a thermos bottle. 

All patients should drink some water every hour when 

4 awake. = = “ : 

PRECAUTIONS—Al) mouth washes, bath water, exeta., 
and uneaten liquid food should be thrown into the toilet by 
the attendant. 

All bags, napkins, scraps of uneaten food. mouth swab. 
etc., should be wrapped in clean newspaper before being car. 
ried to the kitchen to be destroyed by burning. 

All linen—sheets, masks, towels, ete., should be submerged 
in a large kettle of cold water in the sickroom, or put in a 
pillow-slip or laundry bag. This can be safely carried to the 
kitchen stove, and when contents have been boiled five minutes 
anyone may finish caring for the linen. When attendant can- 
not stop to wash her own hands, door knobs, faucets, ete., 
should be protected by scraps of newspaper, which may be de- 
stroyed after each using. 

ATTENDANTS MUST BE CONSTANTLY MASKED— 
must wear big allover aprons in sickroom. changing it to a dif- 
ferent one always before entering any other part of the house. 
Attendant must have facilities for washing her own hands, 
soap, nail-brush and paper towels, in clean place, and never 
touch the patient or patient’s utensils without afterward 
cleansing her own hands thoroughly. Running water is better 
and safer than a basin of weak disinfectant kept for the hands 
alone. 

Everything used for the patient should be kept separate 
from the supplies for the rest of the household. This means 


dishes, bed linen, bath wraps, towels, face cloths, rocking 
chair, etc. 

Families can help visiting nurses and aids by having hot 
water, towels and newspapers ready when nurses are expected.

London, Nov, 11—The full tem of

Ottawa reports that the Allied

In other 
words, Sir Robert proposes to take 
upon himself the responsibility of 
stating what terms Canada -be 
lieves it necessary to impose upon 
Germany as punishment for its 
crimes and guarantees of its future 
conduct, and to make peace—so 
far as Canada has a voice in the 
making of peace—without the for- 
mality of consulting Parliament.

Recognizing that the present Par- 
liament is not competent to ex- 
press the opinions of the Canadian 
people, it still might be supposed 
that a Government would show 
somewhat more deference than 
this to the members of the legisla’ 
tive body which has to answer 
sometime to the public for the con- 
duct of the Ministers.

‘ammunition;’’ in other words, to 
put its military supplies entirely at 
the disposal of the Allies.

In a 
word, the Turkish and Austrian 
armies were forced to lay down 
their arms and disperse. 

The German army is neither dis" 
armed nor disbanded. It retires 
from occupied territory ‘‘with the 
honors of war’’—that is, keeping 
its arms—takes all military stores 
and supplies from such territory 
that can be moved during the per- 
iod of evacuation; but a stated 
amount of equipment, consisting 
of 5,000 cannon, 30,000 machine 
guns, 3,000 minenwerter, and 2,000 
airplanes are to be handed over by 
Germany, 


Limited Right of Occupation. 

In the case of Turkey and of Aus- 
tria the Allies took complete right 
of occupancy. They are entitled at 
their discretion to send troops into 
or through any portion of the 
Turkish and Austrian dominions 
and to hold such strategic points 
as they see fit. The Austrian con- 
vention gives them explicitly the 
right to use Austrian roadways, 
railways and waterways, includ: 
ing railway equipment and boats, 
for the movement of Allied troops, 

Germany concedes the Allies the 
right to oceupy only the strip of 
German territory lying west of 
the Rhine. This right, it is’ said, 
shall be ‘‘determined’’ by Allied 
garrisons holding the crossings of 
the Rhine at Mayenece, Coblenz 
and Cologne and bridgeheads on 
the right bank of the stream, Be- 
yond the Rhine a strip of _ terri- 
tory forty kilometres wide is to 
be neutral to both armies. This 
territory, it is important to note, 
includes the great Krupp arma- 
ment works at Essen. The Allies 
are given the right to send troops 
or supplies from the Baltic up the 
Vistula river or through Dantzig 
to Poland and the other Russian 
territories to be evacuated by Ger 
many. It is also provided that a 
portion of the German fleet is to 
be coneentrated at German naval 
bases under supervision of the 
Allies, which may be construed to 
involve the right to occupy these 
bases or the right only to maintain 
supervising officers there.

The difficulty in maintaining 
an efficient delivery organiza- 
tion just now will, we are sure, 
be fully appreciated by all 
readers.

Tears came to the eyes of most of 
those in the chamber——tears for the 
memory of the dead and tears from 
the powerful reaction of the moment. 
Deputies from Alsace-Lorraine who 
had been In France since 1914 and 
some of those who had fought with 
the French army were enthusiastical- 
|ly cheered as they presented them- 
selves in the gallery. 

The diplomatic gallery was filled, 
and among those present was the Farl 
of Derby, the British ambassador, 
United States ambassador Sharp and 
ambassadors from Spain and Italy. 
There was a full house of deputies and 
the only empty seats were those mark- 
ed by the tricolor and crepe, which 
designated the sacrifice of a member 
who had given his life in the service 
of his country.
